paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter of the invention. In response, the rejected claims have been amended as 
shown above to correct to typographical errors. Applicant's wished to thank the examiner 
for pointing them out. 

Claim Rejection-Obvious Type Double Patenting 

Claims 22 and 31 are rejected under judicially created doctrine of obviousness 
type double patenting over claim 12 of US Patent No. 6,674,396. Submitted herewith is a 
dully executed terminal disclaimer to obviate this rejection.
